CmcAOO, April 2. — The engineers, fire- 
men, swiU'hinen, hrakeinun and a Inrf^e niitn- 
ber of the conductors on the L'hicn);u, Mil- 
waukee & Kt. Paul struck at midnight. The 
strike includes ttaa am|>lo7ia of all tbe dl- 
Tifliona entariac, In Cbioago, both freight 
and passengar. Tbe last passenger train 
manned by a Brotherhood crew left the 
Union depot at 11 o'clock last ni-rlit. 

This Iwld move was made at r s[j<>ci(il inoct- 
Ing hi'ld Friday night at No. 703 U'.'nt, I^iko 
street, at which fully aeran hundred men 
weraprtaMift, ineMlag aogtnaers, firemen, 
brakemen, cooduotora and awitohmen. The 
meeting was an excited and enthusiastic one 
and a.s KjH'ivh aftor syxioch wa< niii li' tho ex- 
citement iiirri'ttso<l and wlu>n a motion wha 
made to stop every wheel on tlio m id ut mid- 
nij;;ht it wa-s cnnnyl with a whoop that wiks 
he<u"d bliK'ks uway. 

This Ktrik.' may include every division of 
the St^ I'liul systt-m and is tho'rosult of Fri- 
day's work at lli»> yards. The men aro in- 
censed ovor Un' m li'>ii of the company in cm- 
ploying iifw «'n;.;me<-i-s and fln'iuiMi and con- 
duct" ts who littVH a<-t<vl Its en;;innei s, to take 
their platvx. Many of th« mi'ii rc;;ur(If i 
Tli'iisdays strike a.s a trivial alTair and fX 
jxtUmI that tho coni(>»iiiy wr>uld gracefully 
concede and make'a binding prouiisn not tore- 
ceive Burlington cars. lastuad, the company 
accepted the Kitiiation and commenced flllin^ 
the plat^'eK of tho stri kors at onoe. This is the 
real cause of a strike thai ppomlwa to be 
a long and desperate. 

It was ex|H>ct'e<l by the oflicials of the com- 
pany that a committee would be ap[x)iiite<l 
at Friday night's meeting, and a conference 
held at which a satisfactory settlement tvnilil 
bereacheil. A tAcit agreement of this kind 
was made Friday afternoon, and the oltlcers 
of the roa'l met at Division Superintendent 
Collins' ofBoe to await the result of the 
meeting. Hiese gentlemen waited and 
waited, but the committee never came. In 
the excitement of the occasion tho committee 
was overlooked by the strikers, aiul after 
waiting until nearly midnight the ofHciaLi 
went to their hotels unconscious of the fact 
that their road was tied up. 
PAt 12:15 o'clock the news of the strike was 
taken to them by a reporter, and a long con- 
sultation was held. Mr. E^rliug refused to 
be interviewed. 

The strike was not declared by any organi- 
sation or Brotherhood, at least not formally. 
The men say that it is entirely an individual 
action on their pai*!. 

If the strilce extends no further the effect 
will be the practical snspenslon at business 
on the entire system. 

The Pau-Han<lle switchmen struck work at 
midnight. They had been on the verge of 
a strike for sevwal hours, owing to dis.satis- 
faction resulting from the receiving of a 
Burlington train. Tlie men all quit at I'J 
o'clock, and returned after being out half an 
hour. The engineers took their engines out 
of the round houses and oommeoued work, 
but the swiU:.hmeo quit again at 19:80 o'clock 
and declared' that not a oua would go to 
work after 7 o'clock whan tha day mea were 
due to go on duty. 

Tha grlavaaoe committee of locomoMva 
aiialiiatn oa tbe lake shore called upon 
fihipariatMNlaBt Amsden, Friday, to see if

wonMnot ttato what tha anginaara would 
do in aaaa thagr ivwa roquirod to handla Bur.

Bupsrintandaut Anwrtan Infonnad the 
eommittaa, that whfla it waa hie aamaatde- 
airato avoid troaUa with thanMaon the 
Lake Sbora, ha oould not undar the inter 
state Uw refvaa to handla Burlington, 
freight. 

Baaklaatha LakaShora the managers of 
■evaral other roada wore oalled upon by tlia 
chairman of tha griavanoe oommittee of en- 
gineers on their lines, and requested to re- 
fuse to handle Burlington freight to avoid 
trouble with their switchman. All these 
committees pretended to be actuated by a 
sole desire to avert serious injury to tha bus- 
iness interests of the country. 

None of tbe managers, however, made any 
promise, and moot of them stated that they 
meant to ol>ey tbe law. They ha<l made all 
reasonable concossioiu, and if tlie business 
interest« of the country were paralyzetl by 
the unlawful and unreaAonable demands of 
their men the people would know who wo-s 
responsible for it aud act accordingly. 

A movement is on foot to bring about a 
meeting of the general managers and gen 
eral KU|)erintetident of the various roads cen- 
tering in this city to take concerted action. 

The luanii^ement of the Burlington road 
decided to utill|^u|)ou the variouh ruiuis run- 
ning east and west for a8si8t/<'U!e in raiting 
tlie freight bUx-kade in tbe yai'ds. In pur- 
suance of tills cleciston trains were made up 
for the Fort Wayne, Lake Khore, HiK-k 
Ishiiul mill Illinois Centra!, anil will 1x3 
(life III I III the transfer (Xiint of Ihuse roads 
during tbe day. 

Tilt! ^;ovi i iii;iniit has TjrepariHl legal pH|>ers 
in blank to serve «itbout delay upon any 
ro«il that may refuse to re<'eive its cars, iu 
aci-ordaiice with the provisions of the inter- 
state commerce law. At the ollices uf the 
0om|iaiiy it is sUit^nl that assurances have 
been i"eceivcil from the Fort Wayne, Lake 
Bhure and Alton rojids that tln-y u i!l han.ilo 
all Burlington freight offered regardless of 
results.

Sharp, of Lexington, to the benate for 
appointment to fill out the unexpired 
term of Mr. Tate, as State Traaanrer, and 
his appointment was confirmed. Judge 
Sharpe had already executed a bond as 
Traaanrer pro tern, bat will be reqaired 
to execute another bond helore entering 
npon kis duties as permanent Treasurer.
